cerning a W hite Houser to Jim Hagerty, w ho assured us the 
rum ors were baseless and that the m an had a ”Q" clearance, 
m eaning the very highest, and <3): Since we were in Hollywood 
—so close to Palm Springs—we w anted to be where anything 
could happen to the most important man in the world. 


As the President’s plane gracefully came down in the moon­ 
light we realized how simple it wouid be for a crackpot < in the 
crowd» to create a disturbance. The security m easures were ample 
of course, a n d in the excitement and general confusion every­ 
body appeared to be thrilled over the distinguished visitors . .
